Judge Bordwell yesterday partially 
heard the injunction suit brought by 
the Union Hollywood Water Company 
against C. J. Nellie, chairman of the 
Board of Supervisors, and others.

We are feeling for better ways In our educational 
systems. Public schools and private can be improved 
in many ways. It is beginning to dawn on us that chil- 
dren are not like bricks, all cast in the same mould, 
baked by the same fire, submitted to the “rattler test,” 
and all the chipped and broken ones thrown into the 
discard. They are not cut like shingles from the same 
log, by the same saw, the same size, and all to be laid 
on the roof with so many inches to the weather, and 
fastened each with the same number of nails. A boy 
or a girl is a living organism worthy of closer individ- 
ual study and-care than the trees in the orchard or the 
calves in the pen. If the same treatment will not do 
for each tree or calf, how will it do for each pupil in 
the class? The orchardist knows the forward tree may 
bear fruit too abundantly for its age and so check its 
growth. He plucks off the fruit that the strength may 
go into the tree. He knows if a tree is backward it is 
sick, and needs special treatment. Teachers in public 
schools and private will in time know as much about 
the proper intensive cultivation to give to children as 
the nurseryman knows about the cultivation of his 
young stock. We shall devote by and by as much study 
to our children as the dairyman does to his calves. 

A pupil in school is not all brains. In fact, some of 
them come into the world with a very insufficient 
equipment in this respect, as an inheritance from their 
parents. The teacher, the faculty of the college, seem 
to forget that boys and girls have bodies as well as 
minds, and that physical development is as important 
as the mental kind. Children see with their eyes and 
hear with their ears. kk they see poorly or hear im- 
perfectly, it must affect their understanding of objects 
and facts.

Her 
lamented Majesty reveled in pomp, and she decreed 
that everything concerning her interment should be of 
the most lavish description. Her mausoleum will cost 
high into the millions, and her burial march, which 
wil: last something like a week or more. will be the 
most gorgeous ever witnessed in China. 


The last funeral procession of the Emperor required 
five days. The coffin was carried on the shoulders of 
men to a distance eighty miles from Peking, and an 
army of officials and other mourners accompanied it. 
Rest houses were erected along the way; thousands had 


to be entertained and the expenses were enormous.

All this time, the crowd Was growing 
thicker, and the high officials mor 
policemen became ardent in their attests 
finally one of them gently laid hold diaja 
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the blue curtain which crossed it. Thegl 
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first was of rhinoceros skin, laid on green. When this 
was well shrunken, the hides of water buffaloes were 
stretched over it, and, after His Majesty’s corpse was 
put in, the whole was hermetically sealed. It was then 
beautifully lacquered, so that altogether it has cost 
thousands of dollars. 


The great dowager had a similar coffin. The old lady 
is sealed up in it in Peking, and it will be still several 
months before she is taken to her final resting-place at 
the eastern tombs. She will lie about 100 miles away 
on one side of the Chinese capital, and His Majesty is 
now eighty miles in the opposite direction. The two 
did not get along peacefully in life, and now that death 
has claimed them, it is well they lie far apart. 


Selecting the Tombs. 


The spots for these burial-places had to be chosen by 
geomancers. As soon as the two died, the board of 
rites, one of the departments of the government, sent 
out the witch doctors to select lucky locations, They 
were told to pick out sites where the evil spirits could 
not attack the dead, and where no star on high, nor 
dragon below, could disturb their repose. These were 
found between the two currents, which, according to 
‘the old Chinese belief, are supposed to run here and. 
«there through the earth. These currents are along the 
‘ tracks of the dragon and the tiger, and a lucky grave 
should have the dragon on its right and the tiger on 
ito left. It takes a scientist to tell just that spot, and 
hence grave finding in China is a well-paid profession. 
The geomancers pretend to calculate the stars, and 
they go forth with books and diagrams. They also carry 
forked sticks, and try to hunt the spot much as our 
people hunt places to dig wells. The search begins with

The ceremonies at this funeral were about the same, 
although not so great as those observed when His Maj- 
esty’s body was taken out of the palace and carried to 
the vault in Coal Hill, where it lay until May. I hap- 
pened to be there at that time, and was one of the few 
fortunate foreigners who witnessed the procession. On 
the day of that funeral, the line of march was cleared 
by the soldiers. It was guarded by policemen armed 
with black clubs as thick as a broomstick and almost 
as long, and also by native soldiers who carried Mauser 
rifles, to which shining bayonets were affixed. In addi- 
tion there were Manchu warriors of the old style who 
had scimitars in their hands, and palace officials with 
long spears. At every cross street, blue curtains were 
put up to prevent ordinary mortals from seeing the 
procession, and the foreigners were warned that they 
must not come out of their houses. 

Notwithstanding this, I decided to see what I could. 
I rode in a jinriksha to the gate of the imperial city, 
and then walked up the broad avenue which leads to 
the pink forbidden city where the Emperor's body was 
lying. 1 was stopped at the gate out of which the pro- 
cession was to come, and made my way over the road 
built up for the funeral. This led from the gate of 
the forbidden city, outside its walls, to Coal Hill at the 
back. The road was about thirty feet wide and a mile 
or so long. It was eighteen inches: hrgn, made of dirt 
carted in from the country, and so packed that it was 
as smooth as a floor. This road was already crowded. 
There were soldiers and imperial servants of different 
kinds, hundreds of Manchus wearing gowné of white 
sackcloth: nobles in long coats of white lambskin, and 
also the eunuchs of the baby Emperor clad in red silk 
with red tassels upon the crowns of their hats 
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out in the country between here and the great wall. I 
have visited both, and they are among the wonders of 
the world. 


The Ming tombs of North China consist of a number 
of great Chinese palaces, lying in a beautiful valley, 
and connected by wide marble roads several miles long. 
On each side of the roads, upon pedestals, stand gigan- 
tic figures of tigers, lions, unicorns, horses, camels and 
elephants, each cut from one solid block of white mar- 
ble. The elephants are “jumboes,” beautifully cut, and 
the lions and camels are not at all bad, considering 
that their sculptors were Tartars. There are thirteen 
emperors buried in thai cemetery, and the largest tem- 
ple is that of the great Lung Yoh. This has a hall 200 
feet long, and it covers more than an acre. It is sur- 
rounded by a balustrade of carved marble, and in it are 
immense stone turtles, each as big as a hogshead, out 
of whose backs rise pink marble slabs inscribes with 
the virtues of the great Emperor. The turtle is one of 
the Chinese emblems of longevity. 


The Tombs of Nanking. 


It is near Nanking that the founder of the Ming 
dynasty is buried, and the tombs there are somewhat 
similar to these tombs of North China. They lie under 
the shadow of the purple mountains, and are reached 
by an .avenue a mile long, which is lined with gigantic 
elephants, camels, lions and tigers in marble. There 
are also many stone warriors, each twelve feet in height. 
At the end of this avenue is a great tower with four 
arched gateways, and this tower covers a circle of black 
marble. This is so large that it would fill an ordinary 
city parlor, and it is made from one single block of 
stone. The animals themselves each weigh many tons, 
and some of them are beautifully carved. One of the 
stone horses has been thrown over, and some of the 
lions and camels are broken, but the most of them are 
as perfect today as when they were originally made, 
about 500 years ago. 

I ate my lunch sitting on the turtle in the great tomb, 
and, as I did so, I could look through one of the door- 
Ways upon the.grave mounds of the Nanking of today, 
and could hear the wailing of a poorly-clad woman who 
mourned over 4 small hill of clay. It was the grieving 
of the poverty-stricken present among the imperial 
ghosts of the past, and as the sound came to my ears 
it was forced upon me that of all things upon earth the 
only king who reigns supreme in death. His scepter 
sways from age to age, and with his magic wand he 
makes all men of one size.

E1Gut SCIENTISTS WHO THINK FOR 
ALL THE PEOPLE.

IGHT wise men in Washington do the bulk of the 
thinking for the people of this country. Paying 
no attention to politics, and allowing the ship of 
state to steer itself, they run what might be called the 
knowledge end of the government. It is their business, 
in a word, to direct the progress of civilization in the 
United States. 

One of these men is Willis L. Moore, who attends to 
the weather of the country. He has earned the job he 
holds by Sard work and the exercise of a remarkable 
equipment of wits. When he was only 8 years of age,

he sold newspapers to the sokliers in Grant’s army, at 
City Point. Then he became a typesetter and a reporter, 
serving in the latter capacity on the Burlington Hawk- 
eye. He entered the Signal Corps, rose through the 
grades until appointed professor of meteorology, in 1894, 
and a year later was made chief of the Weather Bureau. 


Strange though it may seem, many people actually be- 
lieve that Prof. Moore controls the weather in the Uni- 
Not very long ago, an old lady wrote him, 
she wanted to have a lawn party, and ask- 
fix it so that the afternoon appointed might 
in order that her guests might enjoy them- 
She inclosed a list of prominent persons she 
meant to invite. Prof. Moore replied that the afternoon 
she designated had already been spoken for by a poor 
washerwoman who wanted rain water with which to 
wash clothes—for which reason he could not possibly 
have a clear afternoon on that date. 


The Weather Bureau, as a matter of fact, does not 


mere and industry—affecting, for one thing, the trans- 
porta don of perishable products—and enormous damage 
to shipping is often prevented by timely warning of com- 
ing hurricanes. Meanwhile, however, the corps of sci- 
entists under Prof. Moore's direction is steadily increas- 
ing the sum of human knowledge by investigating the

Another of the wise men is Charles D. Walcott, who, 
as secretary of the Smithsonian Institution, is ex-officio 
dean of American scientists. The Smithsonian is a 
private establishment, after a fashion, but, by a curi- 
ous paradox, it is the mother of various government 
bureaus. Every now and then it sheds a bureau of its 
own creation, which is taken up and adopted by Uncle 
Sam. In this way, the Fisheries Bureau originally came 
into existence; and so likewise did the Bureau of Eth- 
nology. 

To be secretary of the Smithsonian is to hold just 
about the most dignified job in the country—scarcely 
bar the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court. Prof. Wal- 
cott is scientific adviser to the President. He has en- 
tire charge of the National Museum, which is a govern- 
ment establishment. Scientific research in many 
branches is conducted om an extensive scale under his 
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terprise undertaken is ihe keeping of a watch on the 


direction. Recently, among other things, his men have 
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been making a study of the sun from the summit of a 
high mountain in California. 


All of the aéroplanes which nowadays are making 
such sensational flights were hatched from an egg that 
was laid in the Smithsonian. Samue! P. Langley, Prof. 
Walcott’s predecessor, produced that egg, and such 
eackling as he indulged in on the subject elicited much 
derision. Prof. Walcott himself is most particularly a 
student of ancient fossils, and probably knows more 
about the very early animal life of the world than any 
other man living. He was formerly director of the Uni- 
ted States Geological Survey. 

The present director of the Geological Survey, who 
succeeded Prof. Walcott, is George Otis Smith, another 
of the wise men. He is quite young—only 38 years of 
age—and exceedingly popular, being jolly and unpre 
tending. Yet the place he holds is one of the most im- 
portant under the government, his supervision extend- 
ing to pretty much everything that lies hidden beneath 
the surface crust of the United States, including coal, 
petroieum, and al) the useful metals. Recently the 
survey has taken up the study of measures for conserv- 
ing the water resources of the country. As for Mr. 
Smith, according to his own account, he drifted into 
geology because he liked it, and took a job on the sur-_ 
vey to cemplete bis education. 

The Fisheries Bureau, already mentioned as an off- 
spring of the Smithsonian, is now under the charge of 
George M. Bowers. He was appointed ten years ago 
by President McKinley (being then only 36 years of

In Hot Weather. 

“Humans,” said a nature lover, “are by no means the 
only sufferers from intense summer heat; there are 
plenty of lower creatures that suffer in like manner. 

“Fishes, for instance, are oppressed by the heat just 
as men are, and if they can’t find shelter from it, they 
may be killed by it. In shallow fresh-water ponds fishes 
sometimes die by the hundreds, killed by the excessive 
heat of the water, warmed beyond their endurance by 


beating sun. 
“On the other hand in streams fishes seek the shady 


where they can keep cool, and in salt water fishes go 
away from the shallow overheated water close to the 
shore and seek the cooler depths.

Extreme 
hot weather distresses them greatly, at such a time you 
can see chickens with their beaks open and fairtly pant- 
ing with the heat, and then they want plenty of water.

THE INVENTOR’s BoYHOooD as L4n- 
CASTER RECALLS IT.

CARCELY an echo of the Fulton centennial cele- 

bration will be heard in the sparsely-settled farm- 

ing community of Fulton township in Lancaster 
county, Pa., where the house in which Robert Fulton 
was born is still standing. | 

Being far out of the path of general travel, few visi- 
tors make their way to the ancient farmhouse where 
Fulton first saw the light of day on November 14, 1766. 
It is near the Maryland border and distant from any 
large town. Not far away, on the Lancaster, Oxford 
and Southern Railroad, is a station called Fulton House, 
but the place hardly attains the dignity of a village. 

When Fulton was born the farm was in Little Britain 
township, but since then new townships have been 
formed and that containing his birthplace was named 
in honor of the inventor. | 

The old stone house is well preserved, but there re- 
main few mementoes of the Fulton family, for the rea- 
son that they lived there jess than two years. Fulton's 
parents moved from Lancaster, the county seat, to the 
farm in 1765, the same year that Robert was born. Ap- 
parently farming was not to the taste of the father, for 
the following year he sold the farm and the family re- 
turned to Lancaster. 

A man named Swift bought the farm from the elder 
Fulton in 1766 and the property has been in the posses- 
sion of the SwHt family ever since, five generations 
having dwelt there. The present owner is Joseph Swift. 
He has sent drafts and other documents prepared in 
connection with the sale in 1766 to the New York His- 
torical Society for exhibition at the Fulton Centennial. 

Frequent attempts have been made to insure the 
preservation of the property by enabling the State or 
some incorporated society to obtain possession of it, 
but all these endeavors have failed, lar ely, no doubt, 
because of the isolated situation of the place. In 1876 
the Fulton Monument Park Association was chartered, 
but it accomplished little. Later the Pennsylvania 
Historical Society made overtures for the purchase of 
the house, but when the owners asked $5000 for the 
building and three-quarters of an acre of land, negoti- 
ations were abandoned. 

Five years ago, the owners were willing to sell for 
$2000, and a fund was started in Lancaster, but only 
$600 was subscribed. Efforts to interest the Pennsyl- 
vania Legislature and Congress in similar projects were 
likewise unsuccessful, and so the preservation of the 
house devolves upon the Swift family. 

Fulton spent his boyhood in Lancaster, and here he 
first manifested his genius. He did not go to school 
until he was 8, and he was never esteemed a brilliant 
student. His teachers complained because instead of 
studying he spent his time drawing or working at ma- 
chinery. It is said that in those days he made lead 
pencils for himself and his boy friends, and that he 
also manufactured skyrockets and air guns, while as 
lighter amusement he drew caricatures of Hessian sol- 
diers from the British army who were seen sometimes 
as prisoners of war in Lancaster. 

As a boy in Lancaster, tradition says he first devoted 
attention to the propulsion of boats. He and some 
friends used to go fishing on Conestoga Creek. They 
pushed their boat with a pole, and to overcome this 
laborious work, young Fulton devised paddie wheels, 
which he attached to the sides of the boat and operated 
with a double crank.

It is also supposed that Fulton occasionally visited 
the home of William Henry, a resident of Lancaster, 
who as early as 1763 had become interested in the idea 
of propelling boats by steam power. Henry had placed 
an engine in an old boat on the Conestoga and equipped 
the craft with paddles. Some success had been attained 
when the boat sank and this ended the experiment. 
There is reason for believing that Fulton learned of 
Henry’s plans, and they may have had some influence 
in inducing him later to make similar experiments.

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Cool Rooms for All 


CHEAP METHOD OF CHILLING AIR 
, INVENTED BY A PHYSICIAN.

MUCH-NEEDED contrivance, by which rooms 
may be cooled in summer without expense, has 
been invented by Dr. William F. Manning, medi- 

cal officer in charge at the government printing office, 
and, during the last few weeks, has been utilized ex- 
perimentally in that establishment with great success. 


The government printery, which employs an army of 
people numbering nearly 4500, is provided with a small 
emergency hospital, which is most admirably equippe‘. 
Occupying one room about forty feet in length, it has 
two wards, one for women and the other for men, and 
is supplied with every imaginable medical and surgical 
appliance. Here the apparatus in question was set up 
eyxperimentally—a very simple affair, consisting merely 
of a iong sheet of muslin five feet wide, hanging ver- 
tically from a metal tube running from one end of the 
room to the other, and with a tinned tron trough run- 
ning along beneath it. 


The tube was a piece of ordinary speaking tube, per- 
forated with a series of small holes at intervals of one 
inch. One end of it was connected by a rubber pipe 
with a wash stand cold-water faucet—the result being, 
of course, that, when the water was turned on, it was 
forced up into the metal tube, and through it, percolat- 
ing out through the little holes, and wetting the muslin 
strip. Enough water was supplied to keep the muslin 
wet all the time, the drippings falling into the tin 
trough below. 

Simple though the apparatus was, trials made with it 
during the recent hot weather proved that it would cool 
the air of the room so rapidly as to bring the temper- 
ature down from 93 to 81 degrees in fifteen minutes. It 
will be easily understood that this was accomplished by 
evaporation—a process which, as everybody knows, 
makes cold. But the reduction of temperature could 
be accomplished so quickly only by the help of a couple 
of electric fans, one at either end of the muslin strip. 
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Manning was helped by his assistant in charge of 
little hospital, Dr. Daniel P. Bush. They say that 
method, which has not been patented, can 
effectively employed by anybody, whether in 
or io living-rooms. The poorest people can 
utilize it, the electric fans above mentioned 
necessary, though a decided improvement. 
The cost of such an outfit, wherever used, 
nothing. It is a question merely of a few yards 
lin, some speaking-tube pipe (which costs a cent 
and the price of a tinned-iron trough, such as 
smith can put together cheaply.

Evaporation without the help of electric fans is so 
rapid as to cool any room or indoor space with rea- 
sonable quickness. If ice water were used, the tempera- 
ture could be reduced to a much lower point than with 
ordinary hydrant water; but, of course, such an expedi- 
ent would be comparatively expensive. A method of 
cooling already well known employs coils of pipes filled 
with ammonia gas, and is highly effective; but an en- 
gine is required, and much expense is involved. The 
great recommendation of Dr. Manning's contrivance is 
its cheapness, which brings cool air in the summer 
within reach of the poorest people. 

It is easy to realize how important cool air is to sick 
people, In hospitals or elsewhere. A few degrees of 
temperature make the differnce between life and death | 
to thousands during the hot season every year. fven 
in the crowded tenements of great cities such a method 
of cooling is available, owing to its cheapness and the 
readiness with which it can be applied. So far as the 
little emergency hospital of the government printing 
Office is concerned, the heat-fighting problem is con- 
sidered to be solved from this time on.

A steam sterilizer of newest pattern renders chemicaily 
clean all napkins and other cloths—particularly ban- 
dages, which, by the way, are made in the hospital. For 
the treatment of chills, there is an electric heating pad 
—a contrivance far superior to the hot-water bottle, in- 
asmuch as it is put on cold and gets hot gradually, in- 
steai of vice versa. 


A vivid notion of the usefulness of the ittle emerg- 
ency hospital is given by a glance at the record of the | 
cases treated during the calendar year 1908. During 
the twelvemonth there was an average of about two 
surgical cases per working day, and a somewhat greater 
number of medical cases. The surgical cases included 
227 cuts, lacerations and punctures, 106 “contused 
wounds,” 41 poisoned, or infected wounds, 42 burns, 17 
splinters of metal or wood removed, 5 “foreign bodies” 
removed from the throat, 42 from the eye, and 1 from , 
the ear. There were also 42 sprains, and 21 miscella- 
neous surgical] cases, including a fracture of the arm, 
a dislocation of the hip, a dislocation of the thumb, a 
dog bite, and a horse bite. This made a total of 544 
surgical cases for the year. 


The medical cases treated in the little hospital in- 
cluded 4 of ptomaine poisoning, 2 of poisoning with 
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headache powders and cough medicine, 1 case of measles 
(quarantined,) 2 electric shocks, 57 headaches, 10 at 
of hysteria, 30 cases of nervous collapse, 16 toothaches, 
111 earaches, 8 stomachs, 7 attacks of heart failure, 
cases of heat exhaustion, 3 epileptic fits, and 1 case 
“pernicious hiccough.”

Then again, it has Turkish coffee mills, mills which are 
most like a brass pipe, with a handle at one end. The 
coffee is pulverized until the consistency of mace, for 
folk drink bean and all. Knives and general hardware 
go hand in hand with trunks, and these are quite gaily 
colored. 

Electric lighting is absent from these streets, for it 
is not permitted. Instead, lamps and candies are the 
rage, and the latter are tied by their tips to pegs in the 
shops, for sale. Whisk brooms, too, are staples of stock, 
and these are exceedingly broad. 

Again one remarks the sacks of flour, and at the front 
of the same bazaar, perhaps, there will be hot griddles 
of peanuts and chestnuts, and the seed of the sunflower. 
Round wooden basins of salt are encountered in all 
places. Other stores are devoted to meat, and this dan-

gles down in the front. Ice and screens are unknown, 
and so millions of flies cluster on the roasts here. There 
seems to be a splendid opportunity for American fly 
screens. The dirty Jews handle the meat without com- 
punction as to cleanliness. 

Loaves of a round bread, with lamb fat used instead 
of lard to grease the pan, giving an abominable flavor, 
are always features of these shops. One misses only 
the paprika or mango, so common to the north and east, 
for here folk return to the red pepper. Strangely 
enough, there are no spice stores, spice lovers though 
these people be. Rock salt is sold in quantities, often 
replacing table salt here. Sponges, too, are numerous, 
and here, as in Old Mexico, one sees strings of tiny 
dried okra, resembling queer green rosaries. Sea shells, 
too, are suggested by these strings of okra. 
Attractive, always. are the cloth shops, shallow stores, 
with the bolts piled high, in gay colors, while out in 
the window still other booths are given over to em- 
proideries. Filigree jewelry, too, is the rage; there are 
earrings and bracelets. 

By and by, one is in the quarter of the 
for all men of a craft are located together, and 
noise is stupendous.

CotossaL REDwWoops THaT May 
BE PART OF SAN FRANCISCO.

HEN, some time in the misty future, San Fran- 

cisco accomplishes the herculean task it has set 

out to complete, and annexes al] the country 
within a radius of fifteen miles, making a greater San 
Francisco with a population of a million souls, it will 
possess within its limits a national park of wondrous 
beauty and inestimable value having a growth of vir- 
gin redwood trees as large as the famous monarchs of 
the big basin in Santa Cruz county and fully as colos- 
sal. 

It seems strange that there should exist, within a 
stone’s throw of a great, thriving city, a forest such 
as this, with mammoth redwood trees untouched by 
the ax of the woodman and defying for ages the rav- 


aging fires which have frequently swept over the for- 
ests of the north. 

Every growth of redwoods within reach of the early 
settlers about the northern metropolis, with the excep- 
tion of the Muir Woods on the sunny southern slope of 
Mt. Tamalpais, fell prey to their insatiable greed. It is 
well for posterity that the Muir Woods was inaccessible 
to the early settlers. 

Although within seven miles as the bird flies, this 
forest of mammoth redwoods (Sequoia sempervirens) 
was so situated that the woodmen scouring the terri- 
tory adjacent to San Francisco for building material 
saw it would be useless to cut the giant trees, as the 
high ridges separating the cafion from the bay shore 
made it impracticable to drag the immense logs to the 
mill erected in Mill Valley three miles distant. 

The outlet to the Muir Woods is on the Pacific Ocean 
on the rock-bound coast of Marin county, where it 
would be impossible for schooners or vessels to load 
the great logs in the raging surf. It is for these rea- 
sons that the giant forest has remained in its primeval! 
state, although close to a great, throbbing metropolis 
with its thousands and thousands of inhabitants. 

Until recently the great forest with its wealth of 
mammoth trees has been practically unknown except to 
lovers of nature and pedestrians who sought it as one 
of nature’s favored spots and who jealously hoped that 
its beauty and grandeur would remain intact. 

It is only within the last few years that the real 
value of the forest has been appreciated. For many 
years it was the game reserve of the Tamalpais Sports- 
men’s Club, an exclusive organization, whose hunts- 
men almost succeeded in exterminating the section of 
deer, quail and wild game that made their home in the 
sheltered cafions nestling at the base of majestic Mt. 
Tamalpais. 

It was only last year that the Muir Woods passed 
into the contro] of the United States government. Had 
it not been that a greedy water company had laid its 
plans to secure the wondrous cafion for a reservoir site, 
to chop down the giant trees and ruin the natural 
beauty of the primeval forest, the great garden spot 
might never have become public property or the pro- 
tecting arm of the Federal government been stretched 
forth to shield the towering redwood trees from the 
ruthless hand of the destroyer. 

Some twenty years ago the Tamalpais Land and 
Water Company, a company formed by the late Joseph 
G. Eastland, a capitalist; Lovell White, the cashier of 
the San Francisco Savings Union, and other prominent 
financiers, purchased the great Throckmorton ranch, 
taking in thousands of acres of land in southern Marin 
county which forms the northern arm of the Golden 
Gate, directly across the bay from the metropolis. The 
company selected a site for a town at the base of Mt. 
Tamalpais and offered the property for sale. 

The venture proved a great success, and the town of 
Mill Valley, with about 4000 inhabitants, attests the 
popularity of the undertaking. An immense revenue 
was derived from the sale of townsite property, and the 

agents of the company paid no particular attention to 
the vast estate they owned outside of this subdivision. 
The great redwood cafion, now known as the Muir 
Woods, being inaccessible, was out of the question for 
dividing and selling in small parcels, so an attempt 
‘was made to sell the entire cafion or a considerable por- 


world-famous for its annual outdoor jinks held in the 

fastness of the forests, where the members of the Bo- 

hemian Club carry out a programme of music and bur- 

lesque on original lines, elaborate in the extreme, and 
; meritorious in every respect. 


In view of the fact that the Bohemians might pur- 
chase the primeval forest if it suited their purpose, it 
was agreed to allow them the use of it one year in the 
hope that the location, because of its proximity to San 
Francisco, would appeal to them as a permanent site 
for their festival. As the Bohemian Club is composed 
of the wealthiest men in the northern metropolis, the 
question of price cut no figure whatever in the matter. 
If the great forest suited their purposes, they would 
purchase it. 

So with the idea of acquiring the giant forest with its 
wondrous growth of stately redwoods and its wealth of 
ferns and luxurious vegetation, the Bohemians agreed 
to hold the annual jinks in the cafion. An enormous 
statue of Buddha was erected in the grove, thousands 
of dollars were expended to illuminate and prepare for 
the funmaking, and the jinks proved to be one of the 
most successful in the history of the club. 


However, the Bohemian Club did not purchase the 
cafion. Its very proximity to San Francisco, which was 
one of the arguments advanced for its purchase, proved 
to be the only objection. On the night of the great 
jinks there were many undesirable strangers, who, at- 
tracted by the unusual entertainment, smuggled them- 
selves into the cafion in spite of rigid police regulations, 
and the exclusive funmaking of the Bohemians bid 
fair to develop into a public attraction. 

It was then seen that a jinks site so near a big city 
was out of the question, and the Bohemian Club, while 
appreciating the value of the mammoth trees and the 
rugged beauty of the cafion, came to the conclusion that 
it would be necessary for them to seek a location out of 
reach of the curios, and in consequence they purchased 
a@ grove of redw some seventy miles away from San 
Francisco out of reach of unwelcome and un- 
bidden guests. 

Some years after this proposition for the disposal of 
the cafion fell through, an effort was made by a num- 
ber of public-spirited women to create a fund with’ 
which to purchase the cafion and preserve it as a park 
for the use of the people. This also proved unsuccess- 
ful, although it had the indorsement and active co- 
operation of Mrs. Lovell White, the president of the 
California Outdoor Society and a worker for the beauti- 
ful. 

Finally, with the upbuilding of southern Marin and 
the urgent demands made for water owing to the in- 
creased population, the directors of a water company 
supplying Mill Valley and other sections cast longing 
eyes upon the great redwood cafion for a huge dam 
where an almost unlimited amount of water could be 
stored. For a time, it looked as if the forest would 
have to be sacraficed at last to the demands of commer- 
clalism and the stupendous growth of redwoods and 
fir deprived of their natural beauty and become but a 
memory of their former grandeur. 

_ Just about this critical period there appeared 
on the scene William Kent, a man of great wealth, a 
lover of nature and a former resident of Marin county. 
He purchased the great cafion from the land company, 
and when it appeared further impossible to check the 
plans of the water company, tendered the heart of the 
cafion as a gift to the government, requesting the Presi- 
dent to’ preserve it as a monument, advancing the ar- 


tion thereof to the Bohemian Club of San Francisco, 


gument that within the confines of the forest were 
some of the finest specimens of the Sequoia Sempervi- 
rens that could be found in the world and worthy of 
preservation. 

Theodore Roosevelt, then President of the United 
States, jnquired into the facts of the case, and as a re- 
sult of the investigation, issued a proclamation on the 
9th day of January, 1908, as follows: 
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Without Offense to God, the King : 


“Whereas, an extensive growth of redwood trees 
(Sequoia sempervirens) embraced in said land is of ex- 
traordinary interest and importance because of the 
primeval character of the forest in which it is located, ' 
and of the character, age and size of the trees, I, Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, President of the United States of Amer- 
ica, by virtue of the power and authority in me vested 
by Section 2 of said act of Congress, do hereby declare 
and proclaim that said grove and al) of the land herein-

ber, 1769, set cut from San Diego 
the port of Monterey. The his- 
sspedition is unusually complete, even 
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Juan Crespi, which not only records each day's jour- 
nados, but many quaint observations of the country 
and flattering descriptions of the natives and the prod- 
ucts found; Portola himself kept a daily memorandum; 
Constanzo, the engineer of the party, wrote a report 
which is condensed and business-like; Pedro Fages also 
kept a diary and there are in existence some fragmen- 
tary notes by Sergeant Ortega, although none on the 
subject which would most interest us, his first explora- 
tion of San Francisco Bay. Crespi’s journal is, how- 
ever, the chief authority on the expedition. 


The party consisted of Portola, commander-in-chief of 
the expedition, with one servant; Fernando Rivera de 
Moncada, captain and second in command, with one 
servant and twenty-six ‘soldados cueras, or leather- 
jacket soldiers; Lieut. Pedro Fages, with a troop of his 
Volunteers of the Free Company of Catalonia; the en- 
sign of the engineer corps, Miguel Constanzo; seven 
muleteers and fifteen Lower California Indians. The 
priests accompanying the expedition were Fathers 
Francisco Gomez and Juan Crespi, the latter might be 
called “Crespi the chronicler,” so much do we owe to 
his various diaries of different expeditions. 

The party was well equipped, and although the force 
may have seemed small] to enter upon so long a march 
through an entirely unknown country inhabited by 
savages, it was amply sufficient and, indeed, the soldiers 
were never required for defense. Constanzo gives the 
“Cueros,” especially, a good certificate of character, and 
doubtless they would have been glad to have met an 
enemy more formidable than the bears which they 
hunted. He says: “The soldiers of the presidio of 
California, of whom justiee and equality oblige me to 
say that they worked infinitely in this expedition, use 
two species of arms, offensive and defensive. The de- 
fensive are the leather jacket and shield. The first, 
whose make is like that of a coat without sleeves, is 
composed of six or seven thicknesses of white skins of 
deer, tanned, impenetrable to the arrows of the Indians, 
as they are not discharged very near. The shield is of 
two thicknesses of bullhide, raw. It is managed with 
the left hand, and with it lances or arrows are deflected, 
the trooper defending himself and his horse. They wear, 
besides, a species of apron of leather fastened to the 
pommel of the saddle which covers their thighs and 
legs so as not to be hurt in riding through the woods. 
Their offensive weapons are the lance, which they man- 
age dexterously, the broadsword and the short mus- 
ket. They are men of much endurance and long-suffer- 
ing under fatigue; obedient, resolute and agile, and we 
do not hesitate to say they are the best troopers in the 
world, and of those soldiers who earn best the bread 
of the august monarch whom they serve.” 

It was doubtless some of these “leather jackets” who 
climbed the hill and first looked down upon San Fran- 
cisco Bay. 3 

After their unsuccessful search for the port of Mon- 
terey, the party reached San Diego January 24, 1770. 
On April 17, Portola, with Padre Crespi, Pedro Fages, 
twelve Catalonian volunteers and seven soldados de 
cuero, again started for Monterey, following their pre- 
vious route. They reached the point at which they had 
set up a cross a few months before on May 24, and now 
readily recognized the spot as fitting the description of 
Cabrero Bueno, their guide in the matter, and doubt- 
less rated themselves heartily for their former stupid- 
ity. A week later the brave little San Antonio, the 
transport which became so important a feature in mis- 
sion history and more than once arrived at the critical 
moment, reached Monterey with Father Serra and the 
engineer Constanzo on board, and on June 3, the pre- 
sidio and mission of San Carlos de Borremeo were for- 
mally established. 

On July 9, Gaspar de Portola, following the orders of 
his chief, Galvez, turned the government of the new 
settlements of San Diego and Monterey over to Fages 
and sailed south in the San Antonio, taking Constanzo 
with him. When he reached San Blas, August 1, he had 
already been superseded by a new Governor of the 
Californias, and here ends his connection with our his- 
tory. Of his personality and character we know almost 
nothing. Bancroft says he was honorable and easy- 
going; but his authority for the statement is not given. 

In May, 1771, the San Antonio again reached Monterey 
and among other instructions brought orders to Fages 
to make further explorations of the port of San Fran- 
cisco, and with Serra’s assistance to found a mission 
there. The commandante was not able to carry out 
these instructions until the next year. March 20, 1772, 
he started, with Crespi, as chronicler, twelve soldiers, a 
muleteer and an Indian. Crespi kept a painstaking 
journal of each days’ march on this expedition which 
first explored the territory to the south of the bay. 
They traversed the sites now occupied by Alameda, Oak- 
land and Berkeley and followed along the coast of the 
bay until March 30, when they camped near a river— 
“the largest that has yet been discovered in New Spain,” 
which they named the Rio de San Francisco—the San 
Joaquin. They still believed this to be the old Gan 


Reyes; but they could not cross the river without boats, 
and decided that it was impracticable to “go around it,” 
and so returned to Monterey, taking a more direct route 
across the country. To Crespi and Fages belong the 
honor of discovering the San Joaquin and of first mak- 
ing any real exploration about the bay, and their names 
should certainly be honored in the Portola Festival. 

No further attempt was mafle to explore the bay re- 
gion until 1774, when a new transport, the Santiago, 
under the command of the old pilot, Juan Perez, who 
had first entered San Diego and Monterey ports, was 
ordered to explore the coast north of Monterey. It left 
that port June 10, and after swinging up and down the 
coast to the southward for seventeen days, was sud- 
dently hurried northward by the contrary winds and 
reached latitude 55 before she knew it almost. She re- 
turned southward more deliberately, but on account of 
adverse winds and fogs saw little of the California coast 
and passed by San Francisco Bay without discovering 


it at all.

However, the intention of the government to occupy 
this port which was so hard to find, but which it was 
now pretty well established was not the old port of San 
Francisco of which there was record, was by no means 
abandoned. In November of this same year, Rivera, 
then a Governor, started from Monterey accompanied 
by Frey Palou and sixteen soldiers. They followed the 
route of 1769, along the ocean side of the peninsula and 
set up a cross near the present location of the Cliff 
House. But after some reconnoitering, Rivera decided 
that he must wait until after the rainy season before 
attempting to explore the other side of the bay and fol- 
low up the Rio San Francisco. The viceroy of New 
Spain had by this time determined upon a definite plan 
for the establishment of the long-deferred mission to 
good Saint Francis, The San Carlos arrived at Mon- 
terey in June, 1775, under orders to explore the Bay of 
San Francisco, while ‘Rivera was to make another land 
expedition. In the meantime, Capt. Anza had been given 
orders to collect soldiers and settlers in Sonora for the 
new settlement. The captain of the San Carlos, Lieut. 
Juan Bautista de Ayala, was instructed to find out 
whether there was a navigable entrance to the bay and 
“whether the bay is a port, or contains a port; he is 
also to search for a strait connecting this bay with the 
‘old San Francisco Bay.’” Ayla, after constructing a 
dugout from the trunk of a redwood, at Monterey, 
reached the entrance to the bay August 1. With the 
boat, he entered and anchored at ‘North Beach and 
the next day found good anchorage, with wood and 
water on Angel Island, to which they gave the name. 
Ayala remained anchored here for forty days, making 
surveys and waiting for the land expedition which did 
not appear. His pilots, Cafiizares and Aguirre, ex- 
plored San Pablo Bay and the southern branch, and 
landings were made on the northern shore. These sea- 
men arrived at the conclusion, after their examination, 
that “San Francisco Bay is really a port—one of the 
best which Spain can boast,” and “not merely a single 
port, but many with a single entrance.” 


For nearly three centuries, vessels had traversed the 
Pacific Ocean, and for more than two centuries explor- 
ers and trading vessels had sailed along California 
shores, seeking a safe harborage from treacherous winds; 
yet so well had Golden Gate guarded its secret that the 
greatest harbor on the Pacific Ocean was only stumbled 
upon accidentally by a couple of soldiers hunting deer. 
The contour and value of this great bay was finally 
determined by Spanish sailors, punting about in a hol- 
lowed redwood log. And thus, San Francisco Bay was 
at last fully discovered and fairly well defined, and 
Spain might flatter herself that she had a port worthy 
of Saint Francis himself, and which would insure her 
hold on the Pacific Coast against any known competi- 
tor. At that moment, she certainly had no fear that 
the American colonies, then just entering upon what 
looked like their death struggle with the “mother” 
country, would ever wrest her California from her 
grasp.

Cactus Patch in Michigan 


Located in the northern portion of Blue Lake town- 
ship, covering an area of several acres and preventing to 
a great extent the successful farming of the land in 
that vicinity, is an immense patch of cactus of the 
prickly-pear variety. Naturally growing only in the 
warmer portions of America, the spread of the big 
patch in the extreme northern part of Muskegon 
county has been the cause of no little comment, and 
the stories of its origin are numerous. 


Nearly half a century ago C. F. Wheeler, connected 
with the Agricultural Department at that time, in going 
over Muskegon county happened upon this strange cac- 
tus patch. He pronounced the plant a native of Arizona 
and was able to explain its presence in Michigan only 
on the theory that some Indian tribe, either migrating 
here willingly or driven northward rather than become 
enslaved to some more powerful tribe, had brought the 
plant. 

Legends of how the cactus was brought to this coun- 
try are still told by the residents of Blue Lake, who 


have heard from time immemorial the stories of its ori- — 


gin from the lips of aged Indians, who fifty years ago 
were numerous in the county. The Indians used to say 
that the cactus was brought from Arizona here by the 
band of Zuni Indians, who, conquered by another of 
the minor tribes, were forced to accept exile or slavery. 

The date of this coming to Michigan was placed by 
these Indians at about the year 1400 from estimates 
made in the stories told them by their forefathers, and 
to prove their statements that the cactus was the best 
of food they would burn off the barbs and make various 
native dishes of them. In spite of the climate here the 
cacti seem to flourish in the dry regions of Blue Lake 
and in the last few years have been extending the area 
which they cover.—[Evening Wisconsin. 


Why Horseshoes Are Lucky.

TREASURES OF THE OLD MISSION 
BEING BROUGHT TO LIGHT.

( ALIFORNIA has its full quota of beautiful roads. 


They wind through deep cafions with high moun- 

tain walls on either side, and along dizzy precipi- 
tous trails; they lead through cities of wealth and 
across a country rich beyond dreaming with fruitage 
and grain; they traverse the hard sands, where the 
tonic salt of the sea greets the nostril. One traveler 
loves the mountains, one the ocean, another the open 
country; the ways are all alluring, but there is one that 
holds a charm unlike any other, and that is the Camino 
Real. Over that road we travel back into the yester- 
daye. Our companions are padres, and the Indians of 
a bygone time. On the air of morning—coo!] like a 
draught of water from a deep well—is borne to our 
ears the ringing of bells from old arches; the noonday 
heat pulses with their throbbing, and under the quiet 
sky of night their chiming is borne to our ears, muted 
and hushed by the fog, as if the clappers were swung 
by ghostly hands. 

In the early mission days the priests made maps of 
the new country through which they traveled, but these 
maps showed only the missions, their distance from one 
another, and the road between, the road now marked 
by bells all the way. Alike to the sojourner and to the 
dweller in California this road is unique. Over it trav- 
eled Junipero Serra and a long line of cowled follow- 
ers; in the mark of the sandal, tracks the moccasined 
foot, and the dust of the years cannot cover ‘the prints; 
the blanketed shoulder josties the faded folds of the 
robe over the friar’s spare form, and you and I feel 
their touch today. 


Santa Barbara by the sea, lonely Pala, the crumbling 
corridors of Capistrano, they are all places where the 
doors are closed on the clamor of our modern life, and 
open into the past, dim and quiet, and the eye rests 
upon ancient book and image, yellowed lace, and rich 
brocade. Until recently, San Gabriel has hidden most 
of her treasure in safe box, on curtained shelves or in 
dark, seldom-visited rooms. Strength of purpose, earn- 
est desire and spirituality are not enough for the proper 
custody of such things; there must also be money and 
space. In the late feeble years of Father Bot’s life 
these requirements were utterly lacking, and the few 
years that have elapsed since his death have not been 
kinder in their bestoWal, for the parish of San Gabriel 
was poor in money and room. Few, outside of a small 
eirele, had ever seen her rare books, and only a limited 
pumber of her paintings, those on the walls of the 
mission itself, were seen by the public. It was not an 
uncommon thing to hear tourists say: “I have driven 
by the mission, but I did not go inside; they tell me 
there is so little to be seen, and I thought I would 
spend my time at some other mission where there are 
more old things to interest one.” But this is all changed 
now, for these articles have been brought from their 
hiding, and one may spend hours in their study from 
the very best vantage point. On February 9, 1908, the 
mission was turned over to an order known as the 
Missionary Sons of the Immaculate Heart of Mary. This 
order is still in its youth, for it was founded in Spain 
in 1849 by the venerable Anthony M. Claret, Archbishop 
of Santiago de Cuba. They have many foundations in 
Spain, Portugal and Italy, as well as in Mexico, Brazil, 
the Argentine Republic, and Chile, and in San Antonio 
and San Marcos, Texas. In this diocese they are in 
charge of San Gabriel and San Fernando, and at the 
former there are four priests of the order. 


Bishop Conaty has shown rare perspicacity in this 
move, the most important event that has occurred in 
its history since secularization, and the fact is evidenced 
in the work already accomplished. Their purpose is 
the restoration of the old mission, and careful guardian- 
ship of all relics and treasures in such a manner that 
they may be seen and enjoyed by those who are inter- 
ested in such things. That a higher mission actuates 
them—the restoration of the religious fervor of old 
days—no one can doubt who converses with these earn- 
est young priests, and the parish is responding to their 
efforts. 

“We can do nothing without you,” said the Father 
Superior to his parishioners, “and as for you, our guid- 
ance is necessary in your efforts; we must work to- 
gether if we would accomplish anything.” 

They are working together, and they are accomplish- 
ing much. As to the work already done in and about 
the building, I will try to note some of the most impor- 
tant changes. 

Those who have visited the mission will recall] well 
the partition across the gallery end of the church. The 
space so inclosed was of no use whatever except to 
harbor darkness and dust, for the few old articles stored 
there, a confessional, the crumbling doors, and some 
other things that I never saw distinctly enough to re- 
call afterward, may have been “to memory dear,” at 
least they were practically lost to sight. This parti- 
tion, which was only temporary, has been removed, 
doing away with the dust and darkness, and giving 
added space. The church was seated partly with com- 
fortable pews and partly with backless benches. “All 
worshipers here are alike in the sight of God,” said the 
fathers, and there are now comfortable pews for all. 
Electric lights have always seented an anachronism and 
it is a pleasure to know that they have been replaced 
with the more suitable candles, and time to come will 
see the removal of the modern redwood ceiling, and 


On the exterior, even more effective work has been 
accomplished. A corridor runs along the rear 
old parish house, giving at one end upon a new chapel, 


in mission style and entirely in keeping with the an- 
cient building. The interior is an exact reproduction 
of the Chapel of La Rabida in Spain: here Columbus 
went, disheartened and weary; here he was detained 
until through the intercession of good Father Perez 
with Queen Isabella he was started out in his quest for 
the land of his dreams. The inclosure is bright and 
full of the golden color of sunlight; it is a gold through 
whose alchemy one goes back even farther into the 
centuries, remembering how fitting it is that here, where 
the Spanish fathers have toiled, there should be repro- 
duced this little chapel of the Franciscan monks, since 
within its walls. the destinies of our then unknown 
America were closely allied with those of Spain in the 
prison of her intrepid’ voyager. A plain little room, but 
peopled with most profound thoughts and memories. 


In 1903, the old parochial residence was vacated, a 
new one having been erected. True, the old building 
had little to boast of in the way of architecture, but 
the finger of Time had painted the old adobe walls in 
soft colors, and it was draped with a rare tangle of vines. 
The new house was a bare, barn-like structure, beyond a 
doubt much more sanitary, but not at all picturesque 
from any point of view. It stood up and stared at all 
who passed, and literally looked down on the mission 
itself. The new order has transformed—I had almost 
written converted—it. Certainly, its outward appear- 
ance is greatly changed, whatever may have come about 
in its heart. Corridors surround it, with rows of arches, 
such as prevail in all the old mission buildings, hiding 
the squareness and angularity, and diminishing the 
seeming height, so that it is now quite in keeping with 
its position and office, an adjunct, not dominating. 

Nowhere, perhaps, has a more marked change taken 
place than in the yard once the mission garden. The 
fence separating it from the cemetery, or, better, from 
the pathetic burying ground, has been removed; there 
has been a general clearing away of rubbish, and a 
resultant sense of space. One sees now the remaining 
portion of the original kitchen with a rose tree climbing 
up to lay its blooms in loving caress on the crumbling 
walls and roof, like the tender hand of childhood on a 
roughened, wrinkled cheek. Under the rose tree is a 
venerable, broken anchor used by one of the first Span- 
ish ships that came to this coast. A strange service it 
performed for me, I must confess; for, while in stress 
and calm, it may have held securely those far-called 
barques, by a peculiar retrogression it sert me sailing 
away over dim seas. In thought I ventured out from 
known harbor into pathiess ocean, with sails filling to 
the breeze; I stood out storm and tempest; I sailed 
long, languorous days and nights over smooth waters; 
I drifted in on strange shores; I saw foreign peoples 
and lands. A rusty, ancient anchor, its stock broken, 
and the palms of the flukes missing, but I stood and 
wondered where those strong flukes first laid hoki on 
the New World, and I pondered long, remembering 
that somewhere they had gripped, and somewhere they 
had dragged in forgotten harbors. Perchance in the 
port of Palos they had held some vessel ready to weigh, 
while the monks in old La Rabida looking out at the 
loosened sails bent low in prayer to supplicate a safe 
voyage. Little could they have thought then, either 
praying monk or bold voyager, as they fared away, that 
sometime that massive weight of iron would find its 
last resting-place draped with roses instead of tangling 
seaweed and beyond all reach of tide or ocean's swell, 
in a quiet mission garden, at the doorway of a new La 
Rabida in this new land. | 
The old parochial house has been made into a mu- 
seum. Entering from the corridor, one comes upon a 
large case standing in the hall filled with venerable 


tomes. There are music books of Gregorian chants, 


with beautiful lettering, and queer square notes, the 
margins showing illuminated letters, while between 
the scores are directions for the use of the music in 
the services of the church. One of these books bears 
the date 1582, and both the red ink and the black are 
clear and strong in color. They used good ink in those 
days. Valuable indeed are the books bearing the sig- 
nature of Junipero Serra. One, a record of confirma- 
tion, dated 1778, is written in a fine, beautiful script, 
and contains the history of the early parish of San 
Gabriel. These records of marriages and baptisms, 
confirmations and deaths, if one could but read between 
the lines, what a world of romance he would find: and 
what would we not give if on same long summer after- 
noon we might hear the plaintive voices of one of the 
Indian choirs of those old days singing in the loft at 
the head of the stairway that runs up among the 
branches of the big pepper tree. There are theological 
books here, bound in parchment, and any one of the 
sermons in them would require three hours in preach- 
ing; perhaps we shouldn’t have wakened in time for 
the music. The oldest book in the collection was printed 
in Spain in 1489. This was the year in which Columbus 
was summoned by the King to attend a conference of 
learned men at Seville, and set forth his plans for a 
voyage of discovery; but the conference was interrupted 
by the opening of a campaign, in which Columbus dis- 
tinguished himself by fighting with great valor at tke 
risk of his life. So near we came to having no Amer- 
ica, and no California in which to preserve this valu- 
able record. The books are kept in a carefully-locked 
case, and through the glass doors one may examine at 
leisure page after page of the open volumes, and the 
old leather backs and covers of those which are closed. 
Very interesting are two fragments of a page of parch- 
ment, on which one may trace just enough of some old 
history to whet the imagination. The parchment itself 
is of exceedingly fine texture and not much yellowed 
with age. 

From this hall, two doors opea into a room where 
hang some seventy paintings. The oldest canvas is a 
copy of a Correggio. There are four seventeenth-cen- 
tury pictures, in which the painting is done directly -on 
wood, the whole being cut from a solid piece, which 
serves as both and background. There are small

HEN purchasing plants or seeds for the home 
garden, one should not have in mind merely a 

plant collection. Whatever of vegetation is 
found therein should be of the very best. Whether it 
is carnations, roses or annuals, none but the best the 
market affords will do for the home garden. it is 
pleasant, and fortunate, to have a garden so large that 
one may grow everything, but such a garden does not 
the small- 

est one where every plant is a pet and the best of its 
kind. 
It is not always necessary that such gardens be wholly 
given over to ornamentals, for many pride themselves 
on the fine vegetables and fruits they grow, and per- 
fecting such garden products is every bit as worthy as 
seeking to grow the largest chrysanthemum. It mat- 
ters not what a peach or a cabbage may cost—the 
pleasure derived is a sufficient return for time and 
money expended. Such gardens should excell in qual- 
ity, not quantity; the latter is for the commercial

grower, with so much of the former as may be induced 
by @ reasonable amount of care. Your garden should 
smack of your personality, whether it contain flowers 
or fruit, or both. Grow only the things you like; do 
not garden for others or merely to have finer plants of 
a kind than your neighbors unless you really like those 
plants best.

Damage from Tree Fungi. 


The damage which tree fungi can do is illustrated in 
the Adirondacks, where forests of mature beech trees 


by fungi. In the New England States, Colorado and 
New Mexico, it is s!most impossible to find healthy 
groves of aspen trees which have attained any age, be- 
cause of fungous growths. What this means is better 
understood when it is realized that the aspen, or pop- 
lar is grown for pulp wood. 


Uses of Tree Fungi. 


The fruit bodies find many uses. One kind, which 
is shaped like a horse’s hoof and has a hard, brown 
crust, is the famous tinder fungus of Europe Before 
the invention of matches, it was in great demand. It 
is found in the mountains of the temperate zone on 
trunks of beech and birch. Another variety found on 
decaying trunks of birch trees is used in Sweden for 
sharpening razors. On the black locust is found a fun- 
gus which was used by the negroes of Virginia and 
other Southern States for lighting their pipes and 
keeping their fires overnight. The sulphur-colored 
polyporus, which is readily recognized by its bright 
orange top and yellow undersurface, and which is found 
in large.clusters protruding from knot holes in the 
trunks of oak, cherry, ash, locust and other trees, is 
edible and is much appreciated by peasant immigrants 
to America. It is sometimes called vegetable salmon, 
on account of its delicate pinkish appearance when 
cooked. American boys have found it useful as “punk” 
on the Fourth of July. 


Evolution in Plants. 


Does evolution come from without or within? This 
has always been a moot point with those who accept 
the doctrine of transformism. Those who call them- | 
selves followers of Darwin believe that the variations 
without which “natural selection” would have nothing 
to select are not affected by what goes on in the out- 
side world; those who look to Lamarck, Darwin's prede- 
cessor, as their mentor, assert that on the contrary, the 
changes of the environment are the direct causes of 
such variations. 

Darwin, wishing to distinguish clearly between his 
work and that of his predecessors, notably Lamarck, 
systematically disregarded everything in the work of 
the latter that bore any relationship to the direct 
action of the environment. The great cause of varia- 
tion, in his view, existed in the egg and in the differ- 
ence between the parents: This theory is not formu- 
lated as clearly as this in his works, but it was made 
more definite by his pupils, who have carried on fur- 
ther a tendency already quite manifest in his books. 
With Prof. Hugo De Vries, the theory of evolution 
has entered quite recently into the experimental phase. 
In his study of a plant growing in the outskirts of 
Amsterdam, the Oenothera lamarckiana, De Vies wit- 
nessed the genesis of a considerable number of small 
species; some with short styles, some of dwarf stature, 
some gigantic and strong, some with red leaf veins, etc.

It was this defect that barred the 
English Games from recognition at the last meeting of 
the American Poultry Association from Standard rec- 


better. Unless right, better by far not be fed at all. 
The green waste should be fed at noon, bits of lettuce 
in the rough, kept fresh in water till fed, cabbage cut 
up fine with vegetable parings not cooked in the morn- 
ing mash, anything green served so it will be readily 
eaten.

It is possible to feed splendidly 
all the ingredients of the patent foods in the family 
food waste. Where not much meat bits are fed, one 
should buy meat scraps to feed, or cut green bone. To 
use alfalfa meal, bought at the supply-house, along with 
bran, helps as an egg food, and so doing, one should 
feed wheat half and half with cracked corn. Hens 
which dispense with the devotion of a housekeeper, are 
the dependence of prepared foodmakers, and why there 
is so much prepared food in the market that is really

Biddy in the San Joaquin. 


Advices come from Corcoran and other points in the 
great San Joaquin Valley that a diversified agriculture 
has at last reached the American hen in that region; 
she is more and more becoming an economic feature of 
the landscape. The president of the Corcoran Board of 
Trade, George A. Smith, is doing a little investigating 
of his own. Visiting Petaluma last week, he experi- 
enced an “eye opener” on the commercial importance of 
poultry culture under intensive conditions. Presup- 
posing that a man with a flock of 300 hens was “going 
some,” he learned that at Petaluma you had to have 
3000 to be considered in that class. Mr. Smith is him- 
self a breeder along broad lines, being the owner of 
700 head of Jersey cattle, the largest, we believe, in the 
West; he is also long on Bronze turkeys, his flocks go- 
ing equally high in the numerical scale. But the 
“chicken business” never wag impressed on his gray 
matter until he went to Petaluma. Now Biddy is com- 
ing into possession of her own; he not only proposes 
to give her a square deal and a fair field on his own 
acres, but the body of which he is president proposes 
to foster, develop and protect the poultry industry in 
his station, with a view to making Corcoran a second 
Petaluma. 

Is it not a fact that nearly all our public develop- 
ment bodies give the American hen a slight? We read 
tons of stuff on fruit culture in all its important phases, 
which is all good enough. But what is there to bring 
in a quicker and surer income than hen fruit and poul- 
try products? And what line of agricultural production 
lends itself more readily to all other lines, be it in grain 
growing, fruit culture or dairying? Let us hope that 
‘the Corcoran Board of Trade shall blaze the way for the 
American business hen to the end that she shall suffi- 
ciently predominate to at least supply our home mar- 
kets for her products. 3

“Train their brains and their bodies,’ President Bliss 
once said, ‘and I will take a chance on their souls.’ 


“In the Levant, as elsewhere, personal courage has 
gone hand in hand with the missionary’s practical 
work. On the day after the bombardment of Alexan- 
dria, in 1882, when the city still trembled under the 
menace of the British guns, when Arabi’s lawless sol- 
diery were engaged in loot and massacre and every 
white man on shore was in imminent peril of his life, 
it was the American missionaries who begged our 2d- 
mira} for permission to go ashore. 


“They wanted to be landed as soon as the firing 
ceased, for, said they, bread was scarce and they had 
money to buy it; if none was to be bought, they had 
hands to make it. It was their duty, they said, if their 
people were wounded, to care for them; to bury the dead 
and to show the Egyptians that they believed what they 
had preached. When finally they had received permis- 
sion to land, the bluejackets lined the rail and cheered 
themselves hoarse as the boat containing the mission- 
aries pulled toward the smoking city. 

“It fell to me to represent the United States govern- 
ment at the funeral of Mr. Eddy, an American mission~ 
ary with headquarters in Sidon; and though it has been 
my lot to follow to the grave the remains of many of 
the great ones of the earth, I have never witnessed so 
spontaneous an outpouring of grief as was accorded to 
this simple missionary. It seemed as if all Palestine 
and Syria had come to do him honor. 

“The route from the mission church to the little 
Protestant cemetery lay for two miles or more through 
the narrow streets and subterranean passageways of 
the ancient town, and every foot of those two miles the 
flag-draped coffin was carried aloft on the tips of the 
people’s fingers—not Christians alone, but Mohamme- 
dans. Druses and Jews—struggling for a chance to do 
honor to Eddy the Well Beloved, as he was called, in 
this peculiarly oriental manner. 


“Among a not inconsiderable portion of our people 


‘it has become the fashion to deride and ridicule the 


missionary. In the clubs of Cairo and Constantinople, 
in the hotel lobbies of Yokohama and Shanghai you 
will hear the missionaries abused en masse as busy- 
bodies who are forever meddling with that which does 
not concern them. 


“But that these 20,000 men and women are doing 
practical good to mankind, be it Christian or pagan, is 
evidenced by the fact that there is no single field of 
modern effort for social improvement that is not rep- 
resented in the work of the foreign missions. The 
ninety-four colleges and universities, 159 presses, 500- 
odd hospitals, 247 orphanages and foundling homes, 100 
leper asylums, 156 refuges for rescue work, for the 
opium slave and the insane, close to 27,000 schools— 
all these speak louder than any words. 


“The hard-headed men doing business in foreign lands, 
men with scant sympathy for preachers and the like, 
welcome the missionary as\a power for practical good. 
Wherever he has gone, he has stood for progress and 
civilization. Livingstone, giving England a new em- 
pire in the heart of Africa; Verbeck, opening Japan to 
western civilization: Alexander Duff, promoting an edu- 
cational system for India; Cyrus Hamlin, founding a 
college that was to count mightily wy the great solu- 
tion of the great eastern question, and the great host of 
others who gradually raise the physical, social and 
moral standards of a whole country.

Arching Guanajuato River. 

One of the most important municipal works of sani- 
tation and beautification now in progress in Mexico is 
the arching of the Guanajuato River, which is now be- 
ing done in the city of Guanajuato under the direction 
of Ponciano Aguilar, state engineer. Richard Davis, an 
American engineer, who is well known in Mexico, is in 
active charge of the construction work. 

Many millions of dollars of American capital have 
been invested in mines in the Guanajuato district during 
the last eight years. This great outlay of money has 
caused an influx of Americans who are in charge of all 
the principal mines of the district. The advent of these 
foreigners in such numbers has Americanized the city 
of Guanajuato to a great extent. In order to keep up 
with the march of progress that was being made in in- 
dustrial lines important municipal improvements were 
found to be imperative. One of the first of these to 
be undertaken was the running of a tunnel under a 
mountain to give the waters of the river an outlet in 
time of flood. Guanajuato has suffered from periodical 
floods for more than two centuries. In some of these 
overfiows the loss of life was great. Since the comple- 
tion of the tunnel about a year ago the water of the 
river in time of flood is given an ample outlet and lives 
and property are secure. 

When the arching of the river is finished, other mu- 
picipal improvements will be undertaken with the ob- 
ject of adding to the healthfulness and beauty of the 
city. American enterprise has provided Guanajuato 
with electric lights and power from a hydro-electric 
plant situated at E) Duro, State of Michoacan, 160 miles 
distant. Mr. Davis utilizes this cheap power in the 
operation of an electric hoist and centrifugal pumps in 
use in the construction of the river arch.—[San Antonio

After a long 
stay in the cool interior, | crossed the street of haunt- 
ing memories—Boabdil, half-wondering in which cen- 
tury I lived. I sat down on the porch of the little 
shop, where all eat tamales and drink coffee, while 
they wait for the ringing of the bells in the tower, 
and where they afterward choose souvenirs, and send 
out post cards to less fortunate friends. In a reverie I 
sat, looking across at the sacristy door draped with 
swaying vines, at the foot-worn staircase, and the 
arches with their old, old bells. The warm silence 
vibrant with the voices of the past; houses, trolley cars, 
and street vanished, and in their place there was a 
throng of Indian converts with patient padres who 
helped and taught. I saw the wide valley beautiful 
with venerable oaks, and the little tule-grown lake. 
Then I saw the beginning of the mission, and men toil- 
ing down the steep mountainside, and through tangled 
cafion, dragging heavy, rudely-squared timbers for the 
building, turning them from time to time, that they 
might be smoothed as they were hauled over the ground. 
I saw them building fires under the huge kettles, ruins 
of which still remain, and trying out vast quantities of 
tallow, which they stored in the sweet, dry earth, Cali- 
fornia’s storage-house) With work and worship the 
days went by. I mingled with the savage hordes who, 
under the vigilance and direction of the padres, shaped 
and dried the tile for floor and roof; at last one or two 
grown more skillful in the plastic art, modeled with 
timid fingers some crude image for the altar. Then 
one, more spiritual than his fellows, slowly learning a 
little about the use of colors and brush, strove to place 
on canvas his ideals of Madonna and saint. I longed 
to be able to see those crude paintings through his 
eyes, remembering the unskilled fingers that had worked 
in love. At length came one who sang with a clearer, 
sweeter voice, and better understanding, becoming in 
time a leader for the others, and teaching them to sing 
from those quaint music books. I saw maid and mother 
fashioning lace and drawnwork, with who shall say 
what strange new thoughts of higher, nobler living, set 
with every careful stitch. 

So, as the moments passed, all the objects at which 
I had been looking were transfigured, and I beheld them 
with a clearer vision; not as works of art executed by 
artists, or even by a people who had known art at its 
best, as it is in the older churches of an old world, but 
only as the first crude endeavors of a savage people, un- 
lettered, unlearned, uncivilized. It was the childhood 
of a race striving to work out its ideals in worship. 
Then, from the bells sounded the first musica] call of 
vespers; out of the hush came the soft patter of little 
feet, the touch of dusky hands on my knee, and, stoop- 
ing, | clasped for one moment in my arms two Indian 
babies, the vanished spirits of the silent sacristy of 
San Gabriel Mission.

Bluestone Taboo. 


fungous spores upon farm seed is rapidly losing

covered for this work. Formaldehyde is the agent now 
in general use. Where potatoes are planted as a field 
crop, a good recipe is as follows: Place seed tubers 
in bushel crates or shallow silat-work bins in a tight 
room. For each 1000 cubic feet of space spread twenty- 
three ounces of potassium permanganate evenly over 
the bottom of a iarge flaring pail or pan placed in the 
middie of the room. Pour over this three pints (three 
pounds) of formaldehyde. Close the room at once, and 
do not open for twenty-four or forty-eight hours. The 
formaldehyde gases are at once liberated when the for- 
malidehyde comes in contact with the permanganate 
potash. This process is the cheapest and most effec- 
tive.

A New Experiment Farm. 


ITHIN a few miles of Jerusalem, and behold what 

a transformation is in store for the future! An 
experiment station for testing soils, all the new and 
the untried fruits, weather reports, experiments in 
modern fruit-packing methods, possibly farmers’ insti- 
tutes, citrus fairs and model farms all in Palestine. 
This institution is now being provided for by the Zion- 
ist movement in the Holy Land—a movement that has 
already done much to populate the historic strip of 
land bordering the Mediterranean on the east. The 
Jewish farmers are settling this country by thousands, 
and now grow over 80 per cent. of the oranges pro- 
duced in Palestine. The government of Turkey is not 
in the habit of lending a hand toward the advancement 
of agriculture or any other enterprise but tax gathering, 
so the Zionists have decided to establish a large experi- 
ment station from funds provided by themselves. This 
marks a new degree in the rejuvenation of the Califor- 
nia of Asia Minor.

Johnson Grass. 


HAT certain and substantial progress is being made 

in the extermination of Johnson grass is encourag- 
ing to all farmers who have been encroached upon by 
this noxious plant, or who fear it is heading toward 
their land. It is not generally known in the southern 
part of the State that this grass has caused the aban- 
donment of scores of small orchards; or that Tt has be- 
come a perf] upon a large area of cereal and hay land 
in some sections of the Sacramento Valley. The only 
reason it has not equally menaced the south Is that most 
of the land has no sub-irrigation. 


I have reports from a deputy showing that the John- 
son grass is a great big bluffer, even in its strongholds, 
the moister valley lands. Given thorough pasturage, 
or frequent topping or any other treatment that may 
reduce the verdancy of the foliage, and this destroyer 
of farms is but a mijd number to deal with the second 
year. Were it possible to keep the irrigating canals, 
the river margins and the low lands which are not used 
free from this pest, I could predict its finish upon the 
farms where the cheap and rational methods of control 
are abating the Johnsonian peril. Already several de- 
ciduous orchards in the Sacramento Valley have been 
reclaimed by mowing or pasturing. This treatment has 
destroyed the underground joint system of multiplying 


and left only the primary root system which is as eas- 
fy outrooted as that of any other grass. Consequently - 
fear of this pest bas civen way to hope of its ultimate 
abatement, and by means within the reach of every 
victim.

Formerly one name was enough for a man. Look now 
into a big city directory for your friend's address which 
you wish to patronize a week while attending the fair. 
If his name is John Smith and you finally run it down 
to “John,” confusion and loss of meals will be very dis- 
concerting. The common-naming of fruits, farm crops, 
insect pests and diseases will, after a while, bring chaos 
where clarity is necessary. Hence we must learn the 
individual cognomen at least for our commonest needs. 
The alfalfa genus will then become Medicago and com- 
-mon alfalfa M. sativa. Other alfalfas will be given va- 
riety names, or species names, and each one can be de- 
termined everywhere in this the simplest manner pos- 
#ible even if it requires learning a few more Latin 
names. As Iam never held up for lack of being under- 
stood in these notes I have learned that one may be ex- 


Familiarity with fifty new terms would cover the case 
for every farmer, and avoid a great deal of confusion.

Northern Spy Roots. 


T least one prospective apple grower is investigat- 

ing the Northern Spy root as an aphis resistant 
stock. He is to be the manager of a large new apple- 
growing enterprise and as his land is more or less tso- 
lated and the woolly aphis has not secured a hold in 
the neighborhood he is anxious to start into the busi- 
ness with clean trees and on resistant stock. The idea 
is most commendable, and I intend to write him to stay 
with it. I do not know where the Northern Spy roots 
can be obtained, but I do know that the apple growers 
of New Zealand plant only to this stock and another 
variety originating in England the name of which I 
have forgotten. Three years ago I received a large box 
of little Northern Spy trees and gave them out to a 
dozen Los Angeles growers, but I do not know how they 
succeeded in propagation. The Los Angeles friend who 
intends to secure this variety for stock should try New 
Zealand.

“The original Gravenstein tree grew in the garden of 
the Duke of Augustenberg, at the Castle of Gravenstein 
in Schleswig-Holstein, in Germany, and was still stand- 
ing about the year 1850. Leroy inclines to accept a 
statement by Hirschfelt, a German pomologist, who in 
1788, wrote the first description of the apple, and stated 
that it was brought to Germany from Italy. The earli- 
est trace of this apple we can find dates back to about 
1760. It is now widely grown in Western Burope, and 
is a favorite everywhere. 

“The tree is much more vigorous in growth than the 
ordinary varieties, and when in bloom is remarkably 
beautiful, with its extraordinary size, pure white blos- 
soms, hardy and fairly productive. 

“The fruit is large to very large; from oblate 
conical, somewhat one-sided and more or less 
pentagonal; skin greenish-yellow to orange, beau- 
tifuly striped and splashed with two shades 
of red; stem stout, about one-half inch in length, set 
in a deep, narrow cavity; calyx partially closed; wide, 
long segments, set in a wide, irregular, slightly russet

“Louisiana oranges will not compete with Florida 
or California for the reason that they are marketed at 
a time when Florida and California are not ready to 
ship their fruit, thereby filling a want that enables crn- 
sumers of oranges to get supplies when other sections 
cannot furnish them. The crop this season will oe tbe 
largest marketed in thirteen years, it being . long 
since all the Louisiana orange orchards were frozen 
out. The crop this year, under the most favorable con- 


ditions, will not exceed 300,000 boxés, which makes 1000 


“Arrangements are being made to market the 
Louisiana orange crop more intelligently than hereto- 


fore. Branded boxes, labeled papers, improved grad- 


ers and direct shipments to other markets in car lots, 
to avoid rehandling, will enable us to deliver the Louisi- 
ana oranges to the different sections of the country in 


good condition. The reason these improved methods 
were not used heretofore was because the crop was 
small and was all marketed locally, which prevented the 


growers from seeking other markets.

An Inhuman Ordinance. 
B ECAUSE a dog in Los Angeles recently bit a horse 


and was supposed to have had hydrophobia, the 

city health officer requested the City Council] to 
,adopt an ordinance ordering every dog in the city—of 
:which there are said to be 15,000—to be muzzled. The 
‘nine wise(?) men of the Council thereupon promptly 
‘passed the ordinance, which was as promptly signed by 
the wise(?) Mayor. Certainly a most astonishing ac- 
tion in this enlightened(?) age and country. 


_ A number of eminent physicians have expressed doubt 
that there is any such thing as “hydrophobia.” At any 
rate, if it exists, it is exceedingly rare. It is agreed 
"that cases of what is said to be hydrophobia have enor- 
‘mously increased in France and elsewhere since Pas- 
teur started his institution. One eminent physician 
who wrote a book upon the Pasteur method was quoted 
last week as saying that Pasteur “does not cure hydro- 
phobia, but causes it.” However, the treatment is highly 
-profitable. Dr. Tilden recently declared in A Stuffed 
Club that he had been in the profession for almost 
thirty-five years and had not seen a case of the disease. 
‘He said he had treated many dog bites, but his patients 
never went mad, “unless it is about the bill he sends 
in after they get well.” 


Dogs in cities are often driven to frenzy by lack of 
water. Instead of ordering their mouths to be tied up, 
it would be much more sensible to have an ordinance 
requiring the furnishing of water to dogs and other an- 
imals. In some sections of “effete” Europe it is com- 
pulsory for householders to keep water for dogs in 
front of their houses. 


Another cause why in hot weather dogs sometimes 
develop symptoms of madness is the eating of putrid 
: flesh and decomposed offal. Here, again, we come to 
the omnipresent question of diet. 

As to the idea of an infectious “epidemic” of rabies, 
that is, of course, absurd. Like outbreaks of disease 
among men, certain symptoms are liable to develop at 
‘certain times, when atmospheric conditions are favor- 
‘able to their spread. . 

One result of this foolish legislation was to create a 
public scare. Many thoughtless peoplé, when they see 


suppose that the animal is mad, and, perhaps, cause it 
to be shot. 

One of the most idiotic provisions of this idiotic ordi- 
nance is that dogs belonging to tourists are excepted 
from its provisions. Now, in the name of Common 
Sense—which, by the way, is exceedingly rare—why is a 
dog belonging to a Boston man, spending a month in 
Los Angeles, less liable to develop rabies than one be- 
longing to a resident and taxpayer? This is about on 
a par with the medical superstition which teaches that 
“laymen” may carry the germs of an “infectious” dis- 
ease from a quarantined house, while a bearded doctor, 
with a long black coat, may safely go in and out. He 
will, perhaps, tell you that he uses “precautions.” Yes, 

. but can’t a “layman” also use precautions—if they are 
necessary? 

The muzzling of dogs in hot weather is enough to 
make them mad. It would be enough to make a man 
mad. The muzzled dog is bound up so that he cannot 
.get at himself to scratch off fleas, or bite himself where 
they annoy him, or take a drink of water when his 
throat is parched with thirst.

“But the fact that one horse died because of a dog 
bite, if that is really true, is no reason why all the 
thousands of dogs in the city should be muzzled or that 
policemen should be authorized to shoot indiscrimi- 
nately all dogs they suspect of being dangerous. This 


and perhaps human beings will have to suffer along 
with the animals when stray bullets ricochet. That the 
owner of a dog must keep him muzzled on his own lawn 
is preposterous and represents all that is obsolete and 
inhuman in the treatment of animals. 

“A muzzled dog cannot eat, cannot lick his skin as 
nature requires he should, cannot defend himself from 
insects or from other animals, cannot eat and cannot 
pant in these torrid days as he should do according to 
his nature. He must suffer torment or be killed because 
there has been one case of supposed rabies in ten years.” 

This incident shows us to what length the political 
doctors would go, if they had the power they yearn 
for. At the Riverside Hospital on North, Brother 
Island, New York, Mary Mallon, known as “typhoid 
Mary.” has been incarcerated for two years, for no 
other reason than that typhoid fever is said to have 


doctors admit that they can find no “bugs” on Mary, 
who is the picture of a healthy, well-fed cook, 40 years 
old and weighing 200 pounds. 


Really, we are not so far away as we think we are 
from the days of witch burning. In 1688 an Irishman 
was hanged in the city of Boston, accused of bewitching 
four children. From June to October in 1692, in Sa- 
| lem, Mass., nineteen persons were hanged, among them 
some of the most pious and reputable citizens of the 
country. Six were men, including one clergyman, and 
thirteen were women. One Giles Corey, a man upward 
of 80 years of age, for refusing to plead, was pressed 
to death. 

They might not go quite so far as this nowadays, but 
if the political doctors had their way, they would make 
it mighty uncomfortable for all citizens who did not bow 
to their superstitious fetiches. 


The health board has since repudiated the action of 
the health officer, saying that he acted in the name of 
the board without having authority to do so, and that 
the board was really opposed to the ordinance provided 
by him. This is somewhat encouraging, as showing 
that our city board of health has more sense than the 
City Council. At this writing (Saturday, September 18,) 
it is said that the objectionable ordinance may be re- 
pealed in a few days. It certainly should be. 

Meantime, it would not be a bad idea to muzzle some 
of these political doctors, before they can do more dam- 
age.

The Little Apologizer for Human Frailties. 


OLLOWING is an extract from an article on one of 
Dr. Woods Hutchinson’s misleading srticles, by 
George Howard Jackson, in Physical Culture: 

“Dr. Woods Hutchinson is a very ‘clever’ and popular 
writer, being paid high rates by the popular magazines 
for his pungent manuscripts, and the favor with which 
he is received by the public at large is due partly to 
the fact that he almost never says anything with which 
his readers can seriously disagree.

And it is particularly 
easy to be clever by turning ridicule upon the efforts 
of reformers who are seriously and earnestly trying to 
improve the human race. 

“There is nothing in the world that will please the 
average man so much as to be told that his vices, dietetic 
and otherwise, are commendable, and he likes the book 
and the author that tell him so. The glutton likes the 
advice of the average doctor: ‘Eat plenty of good, nour- 
ishing food!’ which means that he may continue to be 
a glutton. Or at least, that is what it means to him. 
Consumers of tea and coffee delight to hear the praises 
of their favorite beverages, qualified only by the admis- 
sion that they are poisons merely to a luckless and 
‘peculiarly susceptible’ 5 per cent. of the population. 
The wine sipper likes to be told that his wine will do 
him no harm, or that tobacco and alcohol in small 
amounts are not poisonous, except to a very small per- 
centage of people, while only in excessive amounts to 
the majority of the race. And Dr. Woods Hutchinson, 
in his strictures against health faddists and reformers 
generally, scoffs at what he very cleverly calls the ‘deifi- 
cation of the disagreeable,’ telling people to eat any- 
thing they please, and to do anything and everything 
they feel like doing, in short, to keep on living as they 
have been living, and they will have health. All this 
irrespective of the fact that as a result of the prevail- 
ing habits and modes of life, weakness and ill health 
are the predominating physical characteristics of the 
majority of our people.”

Judging from his latest work, recently received, Mr. 
Atkinson is more sane—or should we perhaps say less 
insane—than the majority of the New Thoughters. He 
is also inclined to be independent, and is not afraid to 
give New Thought fads an occasional jolt. 


Mr. Atkinson's latest book is entitled “Mind Power, 
or The Law of Dynamic Mentation.” It is a book of 
441 pages, printed in large clear type. (Published by 
the Progress Company, 515 Rand-McNally Building, 
Chicago. Price $2, postpaid.) 

The author states that his thought on the subject of 
the book is based upon this fundamenta!] conception: 

“There exists in nature a dynamic mental principle— 
a Mind-Power—pervading all space—imminent in all 
things—manifesting in an infinite variety of forms, de- 
grees, and phases. 

He goes on to say: 

“Mind-Power is very far from being a blind, mechani- 
cal energy—it is a living, mental force, which I hold is 
behind the manifestations of physical energy and me- 
chanical force. It is not the physical energy of sci- 
ence, but is something of the nature of a living will, 
which is rather the cause of physical energy, than iden- 
tical with it. Let us take a familiar example. You de- 
sire to move your hand—and it moves. Why? Because 
of the manifestation of the wonderful and mysterious 
force called ‘will’ which is stored up within you, and 
which you have released to move the hand.” 


Proceeding still farther, Mr. Atkinson claims that 
the ether and the “Universal Mind-Power Principle” 
are one and the same thing. For, as he says: “If 
Mind-Power is not in the ether, from whence does it 
come?” 


To which might be added the time-worn question: 
“Who struck Billy Patterson?” 

Mr. Atkinson believes he is justified in declaring the 
existence of a “universal mental dynamic principle” as 
the source of energy. Other writers claim that heat 
and energy are not derived from food at all, but from 
some mysterious power, while we sleep. They could 
easily prove that by giving up eating, except the very 
small amount required to replace waste. The author 
concludes this chapter as follows: 

“I will say that each of you is a Center of Power in 
that Ocean of Dynamic Mind-Power and each ‘I’ is a 
master of the power. You have the Whole Thing back 
of you—and you are free to draw upon it for all that 
your channel will carry to you. And you are allowed 
to enlarge your channel.” 

That is almost as comforting as the old ladies’ “blessed 
word Mesopotamia.” 

The author admits that he is unable to answer the 
question, “What is mind power?’ But then, as he 
truthfully says, nobody else knows. Nor probably ever 
will. 


Later on, Mr. Atkinson says: “Of course, every one 
who has paid any attention to the subject knows that 
thought transference is a fact, telementation being an 
established reality.” 

It is true that New Thoughters and devotees of the 
psychic claim telepathy as a proved fact. Others, how- 
ever, are content to declare that it looks like a prob- 
ability, but has not yet been thoroughly proved. You 


ean build up a wonderful structure on a false premise. 

Turning to the manifest effects of mind-power, Mr. 
Atkinson writes interestingly in regard to the action of 
mobs, who frequently commit acts that no one man of 
the lot would think of perpetrating singly. Of revivals 
he truthfully says: 

“Great waves of religious fervor noticeable in com- 
munities during the progress of ‘revivals’ are accounted 
for in the same way. A few active revivalists start a 
whirlwind of fervid feeling and emotion, and it spreads 
out in constantly widening circles, increasing until a 
climax is reached, and then a diminishing strength is 
apparent, which gradually settles down into the accus- 
tomed mental state of the community.” 

The author advances the plausible that men
